Yardmaster David Williamson, of Du- 
juth, received a message from Miller last 
night which said there were 150 people at 
Sardstone without food or shelter. “For 
God’s sake get them out of there!” 

Within an incredibly short time an en- 
gine in charge of Yardmaster Williams was 
on the way to Sandstone. The entire road, 
after the burned district was reached, was 
patrolled and the engine kept up a contin- 
ual whistling so that any persons who were 
nearby would come at once to the track. 
When the train arrived at Sandstone, or 
Miller, as it is generally called, it was 
met by nearly the entire population of 
Sandstone. 

The depot platform at Miller had been 
burned and there was not a house left 
standing anywhere in view. About 170 peo- 
ple were taken aboard, and a messenger 
was sent to Sandstone, who informed the 
people of the arrival of the relief. 

Very few remained but those with loved 
ones lying dead. There was no attempt to 
care for the dead, who lay scattered with 
irregularity through the streets of the 
town. Everything inflammable at Sand- 
stone was destroyed, and today’s investiga- 
tion brought the number of dead at the 
place up to 62, with 21 missing. 

The scene at Sandstone was heartrend- 
ing. The streets of the town were only 
lines of sand, between heaps of ashes. 
Within these lines lay forty bodies scatter- 
ed at random, and twenty-two were found 
dead in the outskirts of the town and in 
the hollows and marshes toward the river 
bank. The bodies were lying exposed to the 
sun and rain alike, and were rapidly becom- 
ing decomposed. They were identified, as 
far as possible, and will be buried tomor- 
row. 

The Duluth people are looking after the 
care and relief of the people on the line of 
Hinckley. They are doing their work well 
and will see that no one of the living is 
allowed to suffer for food or clothing. 

One of the marvelous circumstances of 
the affair is the escape of so many cattle 
and horses. Many were absolutely unscath- 
eu, though no one can tell how they escap- 
ed the ordeal of fire. 

The Rush to the Cars. 

Pine City, Mich:, September 3.—When the 
forest fire reached Hinckley, an eastern 
Minnesota train from the south had just 
come in, and the people panic-stricken, 
flocked to it for safety. A number of box 
cars were coupled on and filled and covered 
with men, women and children. In all 
there was a motley crowd of about 450 or 
more people. The train. pulled out just 
ahead of the fire and reached Duluth ulti- 
mately in safety. This circumstance, while 
fortunate in a degree that cannot be esti- 
mated, has made the confusion greater, for 
it is not known who escaped in this way, 
and many people are reported dead who 
may be in safety. Had not this number of 
people—largely women and children—left 
the doomed city when they did, the loss of 
life would have vastly increased, 

Not One Left to Tell the Tale. 

Probably 200 people left town on foot or 


in vehicles, plunging into the woods to the ih 


north, across the Grindstone riyer, which 
skirts the town on the north. They were 
literally fleeing before the pursuing demon 
of fire. Over the hill that rises behind the 
Grindstone river.is a swamp, and to this 
most of the people with teams headed, but 
it proved no protection. The fire gave them 
no opportunity toe go further. Some aban- 
doned their teams and ran into the lower 
portion of the morass, but the fire sought 
them out. 

Not one was left to tell the tale, and 
there yesterday morning, in a space of Ut- 
tie more than four or five acres, — 
counted over 130 corpses.

Hinckley, Will Not Be Rebuilt. 

There is little probability of Hinckley 
ever being rebuilt to its former prosperous 
proportions. The Brennan Lumber Com- 
pany is not expected to rebuild its plant. 
Work had been crowded ‘this season in the 
hope of clearing up all the timber, and an- 
other season would have been the last. The 
company has but about 12,000,000 feet of 
timber remaining, which is so located that 
it can be sawed to better advantage at 
other points than by rebuilding here at a 
probable cost of from $50,000, to $75,000. The 
timber in the vicinity is well cut and 
burned off and there is no chance of any 
other company coming in. Without an 
enterprise of this kind there is no future 
for Hinckley, except as 4 junction point. 

Will Never Be, Known. 

The total loss of life will never be defi- 
nitely known. Tiere were scattered through 
the woods settlers, clearing and lumber 
camps, with their watchmen, and many 
people were undoubtedly burned to death 
whose bodies were completely destroyed 
and will never be found. 

Relieved by Rain. 

Ashland, Wis., September 3.—The anxiety 
felt at Ashland for the safety of northern 
Wisconsin towns was somewhat relieved 
today by reports of rain in nearly every lo- 
cality where the fires have been worst.. It 
has been a godsend to this country. 

The northern Wisconsin towns that have

LABOR’S HOLIDAY. 


Workingmen Throughout the Country 
Took Part in Demonstrations. 


TWO CROWN THE GODDESS OF LIBERTY. 


One Sits on Her Neck and the Other

BRAVE, DARING, BUT FOOLISH RIGGERS 


Luckily They Got Up and Down in Safety 
W hile Hundreds ot People Far Below 
Held Their Breath.

Washington, September 3.—The first cel- 
ebration’ of Labor Day as a national hol- 
iday is being tptingly observed at the na- 
tional capital. Also, for the first time in 
‘their history, all the local labor organiza- 
tions united for a common purpose with- 
out squabble or jealousy and did honor 
ito the occasion. This was only befftting, 
inasmuch as the Washingtton organizations 
were instrumental in establishing the hol- 
iday as a national institution. 

The local labor organizations paraded to- 
day in four great divisions, each averag- 
ing about 3,000 men in tine. They assem- 
bled in the vicinity of the city hall and 
begén moving shortly after 10 v’clock. 
Nearly every organization was headed by 
its own band, and ‘the din of conflicting 
strains of music was deafening. 

The weather conditions were most favor- 
able. The haze which softened the sun’s 
rays was welcome in itself, though its 
presence was painfully suggestive of the 
calamitous fires devastaigng the north- 
west. In ‘tthe line of procession were nu- 
merous floats, representing the various in- 
dustrial organizations of ‘tthe labor bodies. 
Old style Columbian hand-printing presses 
were contrasted with modern printing ma- 
chinery. Horseshoers, brickmakers, book- 
binders, bakers, cigar makers, plate print- 
ers and numerous other mechanics exhibi- 
ted their handiwork in motion, and various 
grotesque features were added for the 
amusement of ‘the crowds, which were very 
large, as all 'the public departments were 
closed. 

A Daring Feat. 

The most novel feature of the day oc- 
curred at the top of the capitol building. 
The chief participants were Albert Ports 
and James Grace, riggers, employed by the 
architect of the capitol. Last week Ports 
distinguished himse!f by climbing up the 
gigantic figure of the Goddess of Liberty, 
surmounting the dome and placing there 
a circle of electric lights which were used 
for illyminating the dome during the en- 
campment of the Knights of Pythias. It 
was the first time a man had stood there 
since the goddess was put in position. This 
morning Ports started in to remove the 
Mghts and connectihg -wires, with the as- 
sistance of Grace. They mounted ‘the god- 
dess by means of a ladder held by capitol 
employes from the topmost window of the 
dome. It was 6 o’clock a. m. when they 
began and ‘the risky work was completed 
By that. time a big 
crowd had coilected in the capitol grounds 
watching the two riggers, who looked like 
flies crawling about the great bronze figure. 

One Stood on Her Head, 

At 8:30 o’clock Grace sat astride the broad 
shoulders of the goddess, and with the 
help of Ports, placed a gigantic wreath on 
her brow. The wreath was nearly four 
feet in diameter, and was composed of 
palm leaves, asparagus, roses and carna- 
tions. Then Grace read an invocation to 
freedom, written by a Washington woman, 
Mrs. Louise Bailey. The people, nearly 
500 feet below, could not hear him, of 
course, but they understood what he was 
doing. They saw him fold the manuscript 
and then, to the horror of many, Ports be- 
gan climbing to 'the top of Liberty’s cap. 
When he reached the pinnacle he hesitated 
a moment, and then slowly and carefully 
raised himself to an erect position. Por a 
minute he stood there in the presence of 
‘tthe crowd below, with Grace still astride 
of Lfberty’s neck. Ports made the descent 
as slowly and carefully as he had made 
the ascent, and both he and Grace reached 
the landing in safety. The wreath was al- 
lowed to remain about the brow of the god- 
dess untfl just before the 10 o'clock hour, 
when Ports and Grace repeated their dan- 
gerous journey and removed it. 

Another quite notable feature of the day 
was the first production of Inne’s new can- 
tata, ‘“‘War and Peace,” a spectacular mu- 
sical production, at the National baseball 
park, in the hearing of an: appreciative au- 
dience of nearly 10,000 persons. The catchy 
use made of the war songs of the north 
and south and the realistic effect of artil- 
lery and military movements, under the 
direction of Captain Domer, who com-

CHINESE OFFICERS REWARDED 


For Their Victory Over the Japanese 
at Ping-Yang. 

“London, September 3.—A dispatch from 
Tien-Tsin, of current date, says an imperial 
decree has been issued rewarding General 
Yeh and seven hundred other Chinese offi- 
cers for their victory over the Japanese 
troops at Ping-Yang. 

The Central News has received a dispatch 
from Shanghai stating that five war steam- 
ers will convey the troops which are to be 
dispatched to Formosa at once. This pre- 
caution is taken through fear that the 
transport will be attacked by Japanese war- 
ships, which “are hovering about in the 
hope of destroying Chinese troopships. The 
work of extending the Chinese fort works 


on the coast is being pushed with all pos- 


sible haste. i 

Skirmishes between the Chinese and Japa- 
nese troops are occurring at several points 
in Corea. The importance of these colll- 
sions is being greatly magnified by both 
sides who dignify them with the title of 
parues.

SEIZURE OF THE MASCOTTE. 


Confirmation of the Outrage by the 
Nicaraguans at Bluefields. 

New Orleans, September 3.—The Times- 
Democrat has the following news from 
Bluefields by the steamer John Wilson: A 
definite confirmation of the seizure by the 
Nicaraguan government of the Bluefields 
Banana Company’s steamer, Mascotte, for 
alleged complicity in the recent Mosquito 
insurrection, was brought by the steamer. 

The Mascotte was seized by the Nicara- 
guans. while Manager J. Wienberger, of the 
Bluefields Banana Company, was up the 
Escondido river loading the Wilson with 
bananas for this port. The seizure was 
made at the instance of Senor Cabezas, the 
Nicaraguan governor of the Mosquito ter- 
ritory, and it is denounced by the foreign 
residents as altogether unwarranted. Its 
services to the Bluefields Banana Company 
are almost indispensable, and its seizure 
will greatly impede the commerce of an 
American institution. 

The Mascotte is an American steamer 
and has always carried the American flag. 
Its owners aver that it was pressed into 
service when the Mosquito chieftain, Clar- 
ence, took possession of the Mosquito coast, 
and without their consent. Therefore, they 
do not think: they should be held blamable. 

The gentleman who advises The Times- 
Democrat of the seizure of the Mascotte 
says that Cabezas is running things at 
Bluefields with a high hand. The town is 
practically under martial law. Foreign 
residents who are charged with complicity 
in the uprising of the Indians under Clar- 
ence are being arrested indiscriminately. It 
is alleged that if a native bears a grudge 
against a foreigner he simply has to tell 
Cabezas that the object of his hatred is a 
bad man and assisted the Indians in the 
recent expulsion of the Nicaraguan sol- 
diers, and the foreigner is immediately ar- 
rested, whether there is any proof to back 
up the assertion of his accuser or not. 

More Americans Arrested. 

The informant states further that these 
outrages are perpetrated under the very 
guns of two American and one English 
men-of-war. He asserts, however, that 
Captain Stuart, of her majesty’s navy, is 
looking after English interests better than 
Captain O'Neill is protecting the American 
residents. Just before the Wilson sailed six 
Americans and Englishmen were exiled by 
order of Cabezas. They were sent away 
from Bluefields In a small freight schooner 
engaged in local coast traffic, and up to 
the time of the departure of the Willison it 
had not been heard whether they had baen 
safely landed or not. Their passage was 
paid by Cabezas out of the coffers of the 
Nicaraguan treasury. 


A STORM AT LOUISVILLE 


Does $10,000 Worth of Damage—Sev- 
eral Narrow Escapes. 

Louisville, Ky., September 3.—A small cy- 
clone struck the southwestern part of this 
city at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon and 
did $10,000 worth of damage. That the de- 
structive cloud was too high is the only 
reason the terrible scenes of the cyclone of 
1890 were not repeated. As it was the peo- 
ple living in the vicinity Were nearly fright- 
ened to death and several of them had nar- 
row escapes from .being killed. Happily,

HIS PRIVATE LIFE IS STAINLESS

If Breckinridgs Defeats His Democratic 
Opponents for the Nomination He Wiil 
Have to Beat a Republican. 


Lexington, Ky., September 4.—It is pretty 
well settled than even if Colonel W. C. P. 
Breckinridge should gain the democratic 
nomination, he will still have the main 
battle to fight at the polls in November. 

His opponent will be Major McDowell, the 
present owner of Ashland, famous as the 
home of Henry Clay. 

Not only does he own the historic old 
place, but he bears the same relationship 
to the great statesman as does Colonel 
Breckinridge, both having married grand- 
daughters of Henry Clay. 

Major McDowell, born a whig, became a 
republican when he had no other party to 
go to, but he has never lost the esteem of 
the people of Kentucky. As a stockbreeder, 
he has been successful, and that covers a 
multitude of faults here. His success in 
life was fortunate for the Clay family, for 
when they found themselves no longer 
able to keep Ashland, it was put up for 
sale. Then it was that Major McDowell 
stepped in and became its purchaser; and 
the average Kentuckian is happy in the 
knowledge that it is a granddaughter of 
Henry Clay who is mistress of the noted 
mansion. 

It was to Major McDowell that Miss Desha 
referred to the other day, when she called 
upon the voters of Ashland district to see 
to it that some one whose private life was 
above a whisper should be selected to 
represent the district. 

The real strength of the republicans in 
this district has never been tested. Such 
men as Joe Blackburn and W. C. P. 
Breckinridge broke largely over the party 
lines, and no one could hope to build up a 
party against them. With the social feature 
of politics changed in their favor, and un- 
der the leadership of a man so appealing to 
all their traditions, as would Major Mc- 
Dowell; with the democrats discredited by 
such a candidate as Breckinridge now is, 
the republicans would make such a fight 
as would make the issue problematical. 
There is no doubt but that hundreds of 
the followers of Colonel Owens will fly the 
track, and vote for McDowell. 

The Influence of Henry Clay. 

In the fall of 1797 the court of appeals 
of Virginia granted young Henry Clay his 
license to practice law, and later on in 
the same year he came to Lexington, Ky., 
to hang out his shingle. It is a strange co- 
incidence that the year which gave to Ken- 
tucky its Henry Clay, lost to it its Daniel 
Boone. The cld man, worn out with law 
suits and the ingratitude of his fellows, 
despoiled by the speculator and the ad- 
venturer of his broad acres, sought a new 
resting place for his old age in the then 
“great west.’’ The young attorney, fired by 
the injustice and wrongs done these old 
settlers, found in the legal forum an op- 
portunity to bring the self-same speculator 
and adventurer to the bar of justice. And 
it is a sad commentary on human affairs, 
that the thing which brought to Daniel 
Boone only poverty and distress, gave to 
Henry Clay fame and fortune. For in the 
great criminal cases and legal conflicts that 
arose out of land litigation in the earlier 
days of Kentucky, Henry Clay found ‘his 
opportunity, and, to use his own language, 
he “immediately rushed into a lucrative 
practice.” But he did more, he rushed 
into the hearts of this impetuous, hero- 
worshiping people as well, and there was 
nothing they had that was too good for 
him. They made him a legislator, speaker 
of ittheir house of délegates, United States 
senator, congressman, and they would have 
made him president, too, had he been less 
And 
60, too, the Lexington congressional dis- 
trict after a little while came to- be 
called ‘‘Henry Clay’s district,”’ and later on, 
when he erected his beautiful home in the 
blue-grass woodland in the’ suburbs of Lex- 
ington and named it after the trees that 
surrounded it, “Ashland/’ it was hard to 
separate the home to which he had a title 
in fee from the district in which he had a 
life estate, and thus it was the district 
came to-be Ashland, too, and so it remains 
to this day, and will remain forever. 


COLORADO’S CONVENTIONS. 


The Wings of the Democracy Trying 
to Harmonize. 

Denver, Col.. September 3.—The populist 
convention adjourned this morning until 
noon to join.-the labor parade, the creden- 
tials committee being not ready to report. 

The women delegates to the democratic 
State convention threaten to nominate a 
ticket of their own if the two factions do 
not harmonize. 

The ‘white wings’ branch of the state 
democratic convention was called to order 
at Oxford hall, at 11 o’clock, by Senator A. 
B. McKinley, who spoke favoring the har- 
monization of the two _ factions. The 
women delegates then marched into the hall 
in a body and were received with prolong- 
ed applause. Mr. McKinley continued: “We 
want peace in the democratic ranks, but 
we want peace with honor. I am willing 
to meet the other faction half way.” Ap- 
plause.) 

Harrison White, of Pueblo, was chosen 
temporary chairman, and a committee on 
credentials was appointed»’ The convention 
then adjourned until 2 o’clock in order to 
witness the parade, then passing. 

The Arbuckle, or free coinage branch, met 
at the Lyceum theater at Il o'clock and 
chose Adair Wilson, of Durango, as tem- 
porary chairman.- His address favoring 
complete harmony between the two war- 
ring factions was enthusiastically received. 

An adjournment was at once taken to 
witness the labor parade. 

A @elegation of the women’s democratic 
club asked for the floor before the appoint- 
ment of the committee on credentials aft 
the afternoon meeting, their idea being to 
effect harmony if possible. 

Waite Controlled. 

Governor Waite having captured the coun- 
ty convemtioa Gaturday has made his nom- 
ination at Pueblo Tuesday next a certainty. 
The police and fire departments and the 
board of public works controlled the pri- 
mary elections and were the ruling spirits 
in the wrangle.

The Anti-Waites Seceded. 

The anti-Waite delegates to the populist 
county convention departed this afternoon 
soon after the session was called to order 
and 200 delegates, headed by Ed Holden, 
went to Plummer’s ha!! to hold a convention 
of their own. Their departure was accom- 
panied by a storm of yells and jeers, to 
which they replied in kind. 

The convention then proceeded to business 
and chose fifty delegates and fifty alter- 
nates to the state convention tomorrow at 
Pueblo, the majority of whom are Waite 
men. Delegates were then chosen to the 
congressional convention and at 5:30 o’clock 
the convention adjourred until September 
14th, when a county ticket will be selected. 

The anti-Waite men soon after reaching 
Plummer’s hall were <alled to order by 
Mr. McConnaughy. H- announced that the 
convention before him was the only populist 
convention and its delegates would be 
recognized at Pueblo. 

Then Mr. Baichtel was elected temporary 
chairman and Miss Minnie Reynolds tem- 
porary secretary. Delegates to both the 
Pueblo and congressional conventions were 
chosen and an adjournment was had at 6 
o'clock p. m. 


STRIKING AGAINST “SWSHATING.” 


Clothing Makers in New York and 
Boston on a Strike. 

New York, September 3.—All the east 
side meeting places of the members of the 
United Brotherhood of .Tailors and the 
United Garment Workers of America, of 
which the tailors are a branch, were crowd- 
ed this morning with strikers and sympa- 
thizers. 

The operators held a meeting last night 
and -1,200 men decided to go out on @ 
strike. 

There are now 1.200 finishers out, which 
will result in throwing out 3,000 basters, 
bushelers and tailors, dependent weon them. 

It is expected that by tomorrow night 
20,000 workers in the clothing trade will 
be out of work. .A committee from both 
sides is negotiating with a view to aiding 
in the strike. 

About 2,500 ‘members of the United 
Brotherhood of Tailors met this evening to 
discuss matters relating to their strike. 
It was stated that 1.200 men went out this 
morning, making altogether 3,000 in this 
city and 6,000 in Brooklyn now on strike. 
The object of the strike is to do away with 
the sweating system at present in vogue. 
The men affected are operatives, basters 
and finishers. A mumber of speeches 


‘asking the men to remain firm were de- 


livered by the strike leaders... During the 
meeting a circular was received from Bos- 
ton giving notice of a general strike in 
that city. 


THE GREAT WASHOUT. 


A Ferrible Condition of Affairs in the 
Flooded District of Texas. 

San Antonio, Tex., September 3.—The 
1,000 men who have been at work repair- 
ing the forty miles of track on the South- 
ern Pacific railroad, overflowed and washed 
out west of here, by the recent flood, com- 
pleted their work yesterday afternoon and 
trains are running over the temporary 
structures. The first through train since 
the deluge occurred arrived here at 9 
o'clock last night. It was a passenger 
train and brought in a large number of 
people who had been tied up by the great 
washouts They report a terribie condition 
of affairs. in the country for a distance of 
100 miles or- more. In the branches of trees 
where the high water left them are debris 
of all kinds, including horses and cattle, 
household furniture, etc., and the broad 
prairies are still covered with water to a 
depth of two to five feet, and overland 
trips to the remote ranches and settle- 
ments are matters of impossibility. It 1s 


expected that relief expeditions will be sent 
out today. 


MALIETOA AND THE REBELS.

They Hold a Conference and Make an 
Agreement. 

Auckland, N. Z., September 3.—The fol- 
lowing advices have been received from 
Samoa by a steamer which has just arrived 
here: After the recent fighting against ¢he 
rebels, a conference between- the rebel 
chiefs and Malietoa was held on board the 
British warship Curacoa. The result was 
an arrangement by which the rebels agreed 
to surrender a certain number of guns, to 
return to their homes and to refrain from 
disorder in the future. 

In the fighting which took place between 
the rebels and Malietoa’s men six of the 
latter were killed and eight wounded. The 
rebel loss was not learned. It was decided 
to attack the Aanoné rebels, under Ta- 
mases, who has declared his defiance of 
the foreigners whose warships, he says, 
are not able to affect his pusjtion. 

It is the generdi opinion of Europeans in 
Somoa that the present bombardment by 
British and German warships of the rebel 
strongholds will not have the effect in- 
tended, which was to put an end-to the 
native troubles,

Some Republicans Want to Unite with 
the Anti-Tillmanites. 
Spartanburg, 8. C., September 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The county republican convention 
developed a good-sized row today. The 
leaders offered resolutions to affiliate with 
the anti-Tillmanites on the state ticket, 
provided negroes were given two places. 
They intimated that they had authority to 
make the proposition. The convention was 
evenly @ivided, and after five hours of 
lively debate it adjourned without coming 
to an agreement. A prominent delegate op- 
posed to the coalition told The Constitu- 
tion’s correspondent today that the ques- 
tion had been a lively one since March, 
and that five meetings had been held to 
discuss it. He significantly said that he 
knew that certain well-known anti-Till- 
manites were at the back of this move, and 
had been pleading with this party of Spar- 
tanburg to get them to join in a “people's 
ticket,” and promised the negroes increased 
representation after the first fight was

The talk is again revived in war circles 
here that the establishment of a depart- 
ment in Atlanta is not far distant. The re 
tirement this autumn of Major General] 
Howard and the consequent changes ig 
some of the important army comm 
will most likely lead to the establis 
of this department, to be known as the 
department of the south, with headquartgs 
at Fort McPherson, near Atlanta. : 
There are a number of distinguish 
army officers here who believe that the 
south is entitled to a separate department 
with an adequate number of troops and @ 
brigadier general in command, and that 
Atianta, where the Third artiliery has its 


headquarters, is the most available central _ 


point for a large post. I was told today 
that in spite of denials, there are important 
changes contemplated, which will force this 
new department into operation. An army 
officer who refuses to allow his name to be 
used in this matter, said to me today: 

“It is admitted that the present departe 
ment of the east under command of Gen- 
eral Howard with Station at Governor's 
island, New York, is too large and that 
two departments under distinct commands 
would add more to the interest of the ser- 
vice, and besides give the south a larger 
number of regulars and officers, which if 
is entitled to, considering the vast expense 
of seaboard which would have to be @e- 
fended in case of war. 


At. present the country is divid- 
ed into eight military departments, 
each commanded by high rank- 


ing officers. Six of these departments are 
in charge of brigadiers and two under ma- 
jor generals—the department of Missouri 
under Major General Miles, and the de 
partment of the east under Major General 
Howard. 

‘These latter departments cover the great- 
est area and are the most important fram 
the vast interests lying within their bor. 


ders and the number of important cities , 


which would have to be defended in time 
of war. ' 

“The department of the east extends prac- 
tically from Canada on the north to the 
gulf and around to and including Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana and Arkarsas. Every city 
on the seacoast and all the important for- 
tifications now in course of construction, 
come under its jurisdiction. General Hows. 
ard commands it all. 

“Were this department divided intwo and 
the department of the south made distinct 
from the dpartment of the north as it 
might be called, it would still cover nearly 
twice the territory of some of the western 
departments, which have less population, 
less wealth and by far fewer cities under 
their protective care. 

“There are other reasons besides these 
from a military standpoint which, it is 
said, should actuate the establishment of 
the new department. 

“The people want the department, Senator 
Gordon tells me, and he intends that the 
south shall have its representation and 
share of soldiers in proportion to its ime 
portance to the country and its interests 
that will require the same protection as 
will be accorded the larger cities of the 
north. 


“Little Rock is ambitious to have the — 
headquarters of the new department and — 
should the president and secretary of war — 


decide to establith it, both Atlanta and 
Little Rock will be rivals. Atlanta, how- 


ever, is considered by all odds the place 


for its proper location.” ns

HIS LAST RUN. 


Henry Raworth, the Oldest Engineer 
, in Ameriea, Is Dead. 

Augusta, Ga., September 3.—(Special.)— 
Henry G. Raworth, the oldest locomotive 
engineer in America, died here last night at 
1 o'clock, aged eighty-three years. 

On Sunday, August 26th, The Constitution 
published quite a full sketch of Mr. Raworth. 
He pulled the lever of the first locomotive 
used on the South Carolina railroad. He 
added to this the remarkable recprd of more 
than a half century of continuous service 
on the same road. He held the throttle on 
every style of loc)motive, from the crudest 
engine to the finest mogul and has witness- 
ed the evolution from twelve miles an hour 
over a rickety ‘track, to sixty miles over 
steel rails and a rock ballasted roadbed. hie 
kept pace with the improved machines and 
when, at the age of seventy-five, ten years 
ago, he stepped from the engineer’s cab for 
the last t.me, it Was irom iaiuing eyesight 
and not because of any iack of abuuity to 
discharge the duties of the position. 

Mr. Raworth was the father of five chil- 
dren, three daughters and two sons. His 
sons are Messrs. Theo S. Raworth, of Au- 
gusta, who ig chairman of the board of 
police commissioners; Mr. George Kaworth, 
of Atlanta; Mrs. W. B. Sprague and Mrs. 
B. F. Brown, of Augusta, und Mrs. Walker, 
of Charleston. .

A Negro Attacked in His House and 
Killed by Unknown Men. 

Laurens, 8S. C., August 3.—(Special.)— 
Clem Davis, colored, who lived Near barks- 
dale, on the Laurens and Greenville rail- 
road, was murdered about ll o'clock Satur- 
day night. He lived in a smali cabin on 
the lands of a Mr. Ruitman. Four men 
went to the house and demanded to be ad- 
mitted. WVavis refused and several shvis 
were fired into the house, but neither he 
nor his wife, Emma, was hurt.

Clem Davis was arrested and tried 
for the arson at the general session in 
February. On his trial it developed that 
he had confessed the arson, claiming that 
he was incited to it by a prominent white 
citizen.

Sational and resulted in the acquittal of 
the negro. A month ago Mr. Arnold lost 
by fire his ginhouse and it was supposed to 
be an incendiary fire.

They Ate Ravenously. 

Hinckley, Minn., September 3-—At 1 
o’clock ‘this afternoon a baggage car came 
up from Pine City loaded with provisions, 
bread, canned corn beef, etc. The car was 
guarded by soldiers of the First regiment. 
Many who had been working since yester- 
day in the cemetery, witheut food, were 
first attended to, Then thé crowd of 
homeless, refugees who surged around the 
car were fed. The caboose which came up 
on the train was starfed back to Pine City, 
and it was crowded with refugees. 

It was a pitiable scene. The people had 
loaves of dry bread, which they had got 
from the supply car, and they ate it 
ravenously. Many of them had not eaten 
since noon last Saturday. 

It is difficult to portray the situation at 
Hinckley. A few refugees, a half score of 
searchers, a team or two transporting boxes 
containing dead bodies, the place where a 
town had been—that is the picture. 

The only business in progress is burying 
the dead. Identification is an exceedingly 
difficult matter, and most of the so-called 
identifications of dead bodies are mere 
guesses. It will be fully ten days, perhaps, 
before all the missing are positively lo- 
cated. 

The registration committee, of which H. 
H. Hart is chairman, is busily engaged 
trying to loeate people, asveriaining the 
condition and neeessities of all applicants 
for relief, and this means nearly every sur- 
vivor from the burned district. 

Rain has fallen throughout the entire re- 
gion today, so that the danger of further 
loss by the fire is over. 

They Saved the Town. 


Turtle Lake, Wis., September 3.—Turtle 
Leke was threatened all day yesterday. 
During the afternoon a bad fire approach- 
ed the south side of the town, fanned by 
the brisk breeze which was blowing all 
day. The entire male population turned out 
and succeeded in saving the town. 

Reports from the towns along the Omaha 
line, between Turtle Lake and Spooner, are 
very meager. A passenger train went up 
to Cumberland, about fourteen miles north 
of here, on Saturday nighi and has been un- 
able to proceed in either direction. 

Granite Lake, Baronette and Shell Lake, 
the towns next north, were wiped out and 
yesterday afternoon the hamlet of Com- 
stock, eight miles north of Turtle Lake, was 
destroyed. At all these burned Stations, the 
railroad tracks ‘aré burned and warped, 
and no trains can move. The telegraph 
wites are practically useless, though an at- 
tempt was made to get them into shape 
today. The Omaha company loses man) 
culverts and trestles. All wagon road 
bridges are burned and communication with 
the burned district is practically shut off. 

Ashland, Wis., September 3.—Smoke and 
dirt-begrimed settlers of the forest have 
been straggling into Ashland all the fore- 
noon with tales of losses of homes and eve- 
rything on their farms. They are taken 
into homes and everything possible is being 
done for their comfort and relief, To add 
to the intensity of the suffering at Wash- 
burn, incendiarism was discovered there, 
several fires having been started in differ- 
ent portions of the city. Five men have been 
arrested, three of whom were caught in the 
act. When the first men were arrested ru- 
mors of lynching were prevalent. A large 
number, of deputies were sworn in and 
placed om guard at. different parts of the 
city with instructions to guard the docks in 
particular. Ya 

Fires in Pennsylvania. 

Kane, Penn., September %.—A stiff gale 
from the southeast all day has freshened 
up the many forest fires burning in this 
section; and tonight the bright glare of 
destructive fires is visible in all directions. 
Fire along the line of the Pittsburg and 
Western railroad, between Mount Jewett 
and Ormsbury prevented trains from com- 
ing through tonight. The roaring of the 
fire can be neard for a mile. Much valua- 
ble. timber is being destroyed. The mail 
train east on the: Philadelphia and Erie 
railroad was delayed several hours on ac- 
count of fires west of here. The fire is 
making good headway. Any change in the 
wind and the north end of Kane oil field 
will get a scorching beyond precedent. The 
fire also threatens the south end of the 
Kane field on Martin run. It covers a large 
area of territorq, extending from Martin 
run to Crane run. Operators are making 
preparations to put a large force of men 
in the field tonight to fight the flames. For- 
est fires near Johnsonburg, in the heart of 
the timber district, are destroying millions 
of feet of timber. Authentic reports say 
fires along the Pittsburg and Western in 
Elk and Forest counties, have destroyed 
several mills within the last few days. The 
Bradford train leaving Smithport at 5 p. 
m., tonight got only as far as Ormsbury 
Junction and,put back to the county seat 
on account of fcrest fires. 


INVESTIGATING THE LYNCHING. 


Feeling Against Richardson, Who, It 
Is Believed, Was with the Mob. 

Memphis, Tenn., September 3.—The grand 
jury met today and began to investigate 
Friday night’s lymching. The body, after 
securing a great number of witnesses, ad- 
jovrned until tomorrow.

Public feeling against lynching runs high. 
It has been learned that the programme of 
the lynching was known by Will Cox and 
detected by him last week, before the 
lynching occurred.

Charles Cox visited Cuba, near 
the scene of the lynching, last week, and 
he, tog, heard of what was on the tapis.

The Significance of the Exposition. 

It is not a propitious season, perhaps, 
to talk about the orgaztization of indus- 
trial enterprises in Atlanta and in Geor- 
gia, and yet it must be talked about and 
insisted on. Within the course of the 
next few months all the plans and de- 
tails of the great exposition that is to 
be held in this city will be arranged 
and perfected. This will involve a 
movement that ought to have -a far- 
reaching effect, not only in Atldnta, but 
throughout the south. 

To put It in another way, the forces 
that are building up the exposition and 
putting it in shape ought to have,a 
stimulating influence in all directions. 
We have no doubt that there are hun- 
dreds of men in Atlanta who have not 
taken the trouble to consider in its en- 
tirety the tremendous impulse that the 
exposition will give to every business 
and interest in this city. The impulse 
will be so powerful that the effect of it 
will be felt in the remotest parts of the 
state. We are convinced that there are 
many people in this neighborhood who 
fail to appreciate the fact that the ex- 
position igs to be on a scale that has 
never been attempted in the south be- 
fore, and that it will open up possibili- 
ties in the way of trade and business 
and new industries that are not now 
dreamed of. 

In promoting the exposition, Atlanta 
is not fostering any local or neighbor- 
hood affair, but is engaged in a work 
that will benefit the whole south, and, 
we are firmly convinced, the whole 
country. We have reason to know that 
wide-awake business men outside of 
Atlanta are beginning to realize the 
importance of the exposition. Its rec- 
ognition by congress has imparted to 
the affair a significance that it could 
not otherwise have obtained, 

The time seems ripe for it, and if At- 
lanta and Georgia will only take advan- 
tage of the opportunities which such 
an enterprise is sure to uncover the ex- 
position will mark the beginning of a 
new era in the industrial development 
of this section. 

We may say what we please about 
hard times or good times, but th® fact 
that people whe get to work in the right 
way are bound to succeed remains the 
same from age to age.

To Change the Name. 

Editor Constitution—Having been asked 
for my opinion as to the change of the 
name of Pryor street to something more 
modern I take the liberty of replying 
through your columns. 

1. In the first place, I have always doubt- 
ed the propriety of naming streets, 
churches, etc., for men, or even for states. 
These public places are intended for the 
people. The sentiments and tastes of the 
people in succeeding generations will cer- 
tainly more or less affect them, and hence 
the feelings of some one interested in the 
associations bringing about the naming 
may be wounded. Chambers’s memorial 
church, on Broad street, Philadelphia, was 
doubtless well called at the time, but at 
this date may not even be cared for by 
the majority of people worshiping in the 
building, still less by the greater number 
thronged along the street. It was in- 
tended as an honor to-name an avenue in 
Washington city for Georgia, and yet what 
Georgian feels proud of it when told that 
it leads from the penitentiary to the peor- 
house. Pryor street was named by some- 
body for some other body, and the associa- 
tions were gratifying at the time; but hon- 
estly, what man really cares about that 
name, he being entirely detached from 
these associations? There may be one or 
two who have some memories of the past 
wrapped up in the naming, yet how few 
compared to the hundreds living upon the 
street and the thousands who traverse it 
every day? 

2. Streets should be named, in my hum- 
ble judgment, so as to be expressive of 
some sentiment of the heart, or ambition 
and hope of the soul. It would seem that 
names as shown by Bible history and pro- 
fane history, were intended to mean some- 
thing—something around which the heart 
could cling for suggestions of comfort and 
of hope. Bethel, Penuel, Abraham, Moses, 
aye, even the names of the Deity, each had 
@ great significance, not of a day, but of 
common interest to all future generations. 
The Indians of this country gave beautiful 
names to their homes, their mountains, 
their cataracts. Why then should we for- 
ever stick to names of individuals, delight- 
ful in the associations at the time, but 
soon to be a matter of indifference to the 
people using them. 

3. Then I am in favor of changing the 
name of Pryor street? Most assuredly I 
am, and think the sooner the better. I 
have nothing to say to others, but it seems 
to me if streets here bore the names of 
friends of mine, I would be pleased to see 
them changed to other names expressive 
of sentiments in which future generations 
could take as much delight as those of 
today. Dub our city “Marthasville,” and 
how, in the opinion of the world, would 
she appear to be dwarfed! As to the proper 
name to give Pryor street, I have none to 
suggest. Grand avenue suits me admira- 
bly. This street has some of the grandest 
buildings upon it in the south; it has some 
of the graridest business houses located 
upon #, and the grandest hotels, and we, 
who hhave ambition for the future of our 
street, as well as for the future of our city, 
hope by is extension clear out to the 
county line to have the t street, 
in many respects, that there is even in 
“Te ee 1 t it?

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THE MEMPHIS CAMPAIGN, 


Colonel Josiah Patterson in Trouble 
About His Gold Standard Vote, 


From The Memphis Commercial Appeal. 
The congressional contest for this dis- 
trict has opened and the people will have 
an opportunity to hear the issues of the 
campaign discussed by able representatives 
of different views. The chief issue of the 
contest between’ the different candidates 
for the democratic nomination is the curren- 
cy or the “silver question,” Colonel Pat- 
terson appearing as the champion of the 
gold standard and his opponents favoring 
the free coinage of silver. It is well 
known that The Commercial Appeal dif- 
fers very materially from the views held 
by Colonel Patterson, and with all respect 
for his ability, and full recognition of his 
talent for plausible presentation of his 
views, we hold that his theories are un- 
sound, his deductions erroneous and his con- 
clusions false.- Colonel Patterson; labors 
to show that the market values of gold and 
silver fluctuate without any reference to 
the legal ratio and that there is no power 


in the principle to which we have referred | 


to correct this variation or steady the value. 
He will not admit that the free coinage of 
silver and clothing it with the functions 
of money would increase its value by the 
fraction of a mill. Thus while professing 
to believe in the superior stability of the 
double standard, Colonel Patterson repu- 
diates the very basis that supports his be- 
lief. Stranger still, with apparent uncon- 
sciousness of any inconsistency in his 
position, he lauds the gold standard as 
the perfect fruit of the world’s best wis- 
dom. With much emphasis and unction 
he tells us that all the “enlightened and 
progressive nations of the earth” heave 
abandowed silver and that wherever the 
people are prosperous, happy and contented 
“there the gold standard prevails through- 
out the habitable globe.” There is danger 
that Colonel Patterson may prove a great 
deal more than he intends by this argument 
from example. For instance, most of the 
“enlightened and progressive nations,”’ in- 
cluding our own, have stubbornly adhered 
to high protective tariffs, and this fact has 
been cited over and over again to sustain 
the policy of protection. What does Colo- 
nel Patterson say to this? He answers 
that what seems on the surface to be a 
remarkable consensus of enlightened opinion 
in favor of high tariffs is really nothing 
mofe than a successful conspiracy on the 
part of selfish interests to plunder the 
people, May it not be even so with respect 
to the demonetization of silver? Does it 
not seem all the more probable, when we 
think of the haste, the lack of deliberation 
and, in some cases,.the stealth and secrecy 
with which the job was done? When we 
see the “enlightened nations’ surrendering 
the tremendous power of taxation to the 
demand of greed and avarice, we are in- 
clined to scan illustrious examples with 
some suspicion. It is true that free trade 
England is a gold standard country; but 
we must remind Colomel Patterson of Mr. 
Gladstone’s statement that while bimet- 
allism would be a great thing for debtor 
countries, England, as the great creditor 
nation of the world, was interested in 
dear money. The people of the United 
States are a nation of debtors. Our whole 
industrial system may be said to be bot- 
tomed upon securities held in-foreign coun- 
tries. Why should the policy of the great 
creditor nation of the world be held up as 
an example to the great debtor nation of 
the world? Even as to England Colonel 
Patterson may see a darker side of the 
picture. He tells us in his auditorium 
speech that the south is the Ireland of the 
United States. Let him now read Arch- 
bishop Walsh’s great pamphiet on “‘Bimet- 
allism,”’ in which the miseries of the Irish 
tenantry, due to an appreciating gold stand- 
ard and an increasing burden of debts, 
is so strongly depicted. 

But does Colonel Patterson really mean 
to say that he approves the action of these 
“enlightened nations” in demonetizing silver 
and in refusing to depart from the policy 
of the single gold standard? Does he want 
his constituents to understand that he con- 
siders the demonetization of silver a biess- 
ing to mankind?

And 
that, according to Colonel Patterson, is 
what the world has been doing ever since 
it went to the gold basis, and that is the 
example of the enlightened nations that 
he commends to our attention! What 
sense is there in comparing the values of 
monetized gold and demonetized silver? The. 
gold coin and the silver coin, under equal 
rights of coinage, would derive their value 
from the same source—the demand for 
money. This demand is not a demand for 
gold as gold, or silver as silver—not a de-

ATLANTA HAS THE HAZE. 


It Was Very Much in Evidence in the 
City Yesterday. 

The haze which has been puzzling the 
scientists of Boston and New York and 
which was prevalent in those cities to 4 
great extent, Sunday, was much in evidence 
in Atlanta yesterday. 

Nearly everybody noticed it*and com- 
mented on it. Weather Observer C. 58. 
Gorgas had this to say of it: 

‘The early rising Atlantian was, no 
doubt,surprised at the unusual redness of the 
rising sun, which, as it slowly mounted 
above the eastern horizon, appeared as 4 
disc of burni:hed copper, partly obscured 
by a bank of haze or smoke. This is prob- 
ably similar to the phenomenon which has 
for several days been observed further 
north, and may have been due to the grai- 
ual southward drift of smoke from the 
region of eatensive forest fires in the great 
northwest, or, may have Been the result 
of infinitessimal particles of dust of foreign 
matter suspended in the atmosphere. It is 
frequently very difficult, as was the case 
yesterday, to discern the difference be- 
tween haze and smoke, there generally 
being but little difference in appearance. 
except when quite dense, but haze being 
only a lack of transparency of the atmos- 
phere, has no movement, while smoke 
usually moves slowly with the surface

The 
effect of. financial stringency and delay 
and uncertainties as to tariff legislation, 
also a decidedly depressing influence on 
the industry south, and for the first time 
since the war a setback is to be recorded. 
Instead of an increase of 37,000 bales which, 
with anything like last year’s trade, would 
have resulted in bringing into full play the 
new spindles added in the south at the 
close of last year and the early part of 
the present season, southern consumption 
has fallen off 25,333 bales. 

The total takings north as shown below, 
were 1,601,173 against 1,687,286 last year and 
2,190,766 the year before, while the mill 
south report as their consumption, includ- 
ing takings for ports, 718,515 against 743,848 
in 1892-'93 and 686,080 in 1891-’92. 

Commenting on the outlook for cotton 
consumption in the south, Mr. Hester says 
with a return to normal canditions, there

,ish—Mr, John Tyler Cooper's

Charley Northen will not retire from the 
race for alderman from the north side.

During the day yesterday there was cur- 
rent a rumor to the effect that both gentle- 
men had agreed to get out of the race and 
that Mr... Hugh Inman would take the place 
of the two and receive the support of the 
friends of both for the aldermanic chair. 

The publication of the rumor created 
quite an interest throughout. the city and 
the friends of both gentlemen who were 
represented to be on the retired list as well 
as the friends of Mr. Inman were quite 
anxious for a time. The residents of the 
fifth ward, too, were anxious about the 
matter and were on the hard hunt for a 
confirthation of the rumor or its denial. 

No one was more astonished than the 
two gentlemen themselves. Both were 
quick to make a most positive and emphatic 
denial of the story and both were equally 
positive in the statement that they would 
be in the race to the day of election, ~ 
‘It is said that during the day quite a 
number of gentlemen called upon Mr. Tyler 
Cooper and requested him to allow the use 
of his name in the aldermanic race, the 
idea being that if he would run both Mr. 
Northen and Mr. Tolbert could be induced 
to come out of the race. These same gentle- 
men had been considering Mr. Cooper for 
some days and had been measuring his 
strength, It was yesterday, too, that they 
came to the conclusion that he would be 
acceptible tothe friends of both Mr. 
Northen and Mr. Tolbert, and that if he en- 
tered the race both of those gentlemen 
would be willing to come out and avoid 
what promises to be one of the liveliest 
fights the city has seen in a long time. 

But Mr. Cooper, when approached, posi- 
tively declined to entertain the proposition, 
both of the gentlemen now in the race being 
warm personal friends of his. 

It may be that the rumor had this action 
for its foundation. 

But, be that as it may, neither of the 
gentiemen will get out and it will be a case 


any one else who may go into the fight. 

However, it is not thought that any one 
will enter the fight for the place as long 
as the two gentiemen indicate a disposi- 
tion or determination to remain in it. 

That Mr. Inman had nothing whatever to 
do with the rumor or that he has even con- 
sidered making the race from that side for 
alderman is vouched for by his closest 
friends and the declaration ts sustained by 
his own assertion last night. 

As has been stated, both of the candi- 
dates, Messrs. Tolbert ‘and Nofthen, are 
most emphatic in denying the statement 
‘and refuting not only the statement but 
any foundation for it. 

‘I was never more surprised in my life,”’ 
said Mr. Northen, ‘“‘than when I read it. I 
have no idea of leaving the race and shall 
be there when the vote 1g counted. I en- 
tered the race to go up to the ballot box, 
and up to the ballot box I shall go, I am 
not going to retire from the race for any 
one or in the interest of any one. There is 
no doubt in my mind as to ghe result.’”’ 

“I naven't the, most remote idea how 
the rumor got started,’’ said Mr. Tolbert, 
“but I do know that there is no truth 
in it and that when the voting is done at 
the primary my name will be on the tick- 
ets.

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He Emphasizes the Law in Regard to 

Concealed Weapons and the Sale of 
W hisky--The Charge in Full.

The fall term of the superior court, Judge 
J. H. Lumpkin presiding, was opened with 
due formality at 9 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. ; 

A number of spectators: were on hand, in 
addition to the court officers, attorneys in- 
terested in the first cases on the docket and 
the members of the grand jury who were 
present for the purpose of receiving their 
instructions from the bench. 

The charge or Judge -Lumpkin to the 
jury was clear, cgncise and comprehensive. 
He reviewed the gambling evil, the carry- 
ing of concealed weapons, the- sale of 
spiritous liquors to purties already intoxi- 
cated, and all other crimes and. misde- 
meanors which are now disturbing the com- 
munity. The condition of the county roads 
and the jail was also brought to the’ atten- 
tion of the jury with the charge that a 
thorough investigation be made and a re- 
port submitted. 


The following is the charge to the jury: 
The Charge in Full. * 
“Gentlemen of the Grand Jury: Once 
more the hand of time has brough’ us to 
the beginning of another term. At the 


a 


upon the details of the charge, to say that 
we of this county have much to be thank- 
ful for, While we may not have escaped 
altogether the stringency of the times, yet 
we Mave escaped many of the troubles and 
disasters which have overtaken some other 
sections:.of the country. 

“You, as representatives of this county, 
have very important functions to fill. You 
are selected as representative men—men 
able, capable and willing to represent the 
public at large within tne scope of .your 
duty. You are chosen with a view to your 
fitness for such position, and I doubt not 
you have been well chosen. 

“The peace, the good order; the safety, 
the security to life and property must be 
maintained, and upon your shoulders, to 
no inconsiderable extent rests the uphold- 
ing of the laws of Georgia. Of course in 
the limited scope of a charge it is imprac- 
ticable for me to give you all the criminal 
laws even in outline, Many of these laws, 
however, are familiar to you, and you will, 
at once recognize in a breach of them 
that there exists a crime. ‘she code of 
Georgia will be accessible to you, and in 
your labors you will have the benefit of 
the state’s officer, the solicitor general, who 
will aid you in the prosecution of your 
work, and I need go no further in this 
branch of the charge than to say that the 
penal code generally is given you in charge, 
and that you are expected diligently to in- 
quire and true presentments make of any 
violation of the penal statutes of this state. 

“There are certain special criminal laws 
which the legislature has required that the 
judge shall bring to the attention of the 
grand jury, and shall give in his charge.. 
These I will not undertake to read in your 
presence, nor even to recite in detail, but I 
will briefly advert to them, and will hand 
your foreman a memorandum containing 
them, which will aid you in the prosecu- 
tion of your labor of examining more criti- 
cally and carefully upon these subjects. 

No Gambling Permitted. 

“One subject on which the court is spe- 
cially required to charge the grand jury is 
that of gambling. Gambling in all its forms 
is prohibited by the law of Georgia. It is 
an evil which the law considers of such 
magnitude and such danger to the peace 
and good order of the community that the 
legislature has seen fit to require that the 
judge of the superior court, at the com- 
mencement of each tefm, shall call the at- 
tention of the grand jury to it, and today 


state, wherever a grand jury is in session, 
wherever a court delivers a charge, the law 
will herald its denunciations at gambling. 
Much has. doubtless been done in our com- 
munity in the line of suppressing this evil, 
but more must be done. The law must be 
enforced. Those places which in popular 
~arlance are termed “‘gambling hells’’ must 
be known only as things of*the past in 
Fulton county. You, gentlemen, as’ guar- 
dians in part of the peace of the state, and 
as répresentative citizens upon this grand 
jury, are required by law to make an in- 
vestigation upon this subject. 
The Pistol Fiend, 

“Another branch of the criminal law 
which I am required by statute to present 
to your notice is the evil. of carrying con- 
cealed weapons. Few habits are more dan- 
gerous and more conducivé to .crime than 
that of carrying concealed weapons. Often 
and often misunderstandings between men, 
excited by anger, might pass away in words 
—sulphurous, perhaps, but giry; or if they 
went further and assumed the dignity of 
an affray, might result only in a bruised 
nose and a blackened eye, if no weapon 
were present with which more serious harm 
might be done. But when one anticipating 
a difficulty provides himself th a 
concealed weapon, at the first intimation 
of danger his hand almost certainly reaches 
for it. It is a temptation and an invita- 
tion to a more serious disaster than might 
otherwise occur. This temptatfon must be 
removed. Human life is too sacred. It 
must not be endangered by the hip pocket 
and its deadly contents. The streets of 
our fair and progressive city must not be 
dappled with blood. The law, realizing the 
danger to huma& life from this practice of 
carrying weapons concealed about the per- 
son, calls upon you to remove this danger 
and to suppress this evil.

Among those 
present have been Rev. J. B. Culpepper, the 
famous evangelist; Rev. J. W. Hughes, of 
Kentucky; Rev. Thomas Leitch, Charles- 
ton, 8. C.; Dr. W. B. Godbey, Perryville, 
Ky.; Rev. Mr. Sayers and wife, Kentucky; 
Rev. Mrs. Taylor, of Arizona; Rev. W. A. 
Mathews, Columbus, Ga., and many oth- 
ers. 

The meeting is expected to continue un- 
til Friday and every day this week is ex- 
pected to be a big one at the grounds, Every 
day the workers in the meeting grow more 
and more earnest and the manifestation of 
interest becomes more and more pronounc- 
ed, Thé sermons preached are on the order 
of the belief of the holiness people, and are 
stirring to a degree. 

The camp meeting grounds are located 
half way between the Wigwam hotel at 
Indian Spring, and Plovilla station. They 
are reached by the Flovilla line, and yes- 
terday Mr. Lindsey, general manager of 
that line said: ‘“fo give you an idea of that 
meeting, we hauled over ten thousand peo- 
ple on Sunday. That’s to say nothing of 
the many who were there in private con- 
veyances. People came from all over the 
south.

rnor N orthen Commends the State 
an in a Splendid Speeod—The 
Zouaves Swept the Deck. 


it was the Fifth regiment’s fleld day yes- 
terday, and the occasion was marked by 
two splendid street parades, a dress pa- 
rade and tpe speech of the governor in the 
gelivery of the prizes—a speech which he 
- pimself charactrized as his farewell to the 
military of Georgia. 

The features of the day were the morning 
inspection, the barbecue dinner and the 
review of the Fifth regiment by Governor 
Northen in the afternoon, which.was follow- 
ed by a march through the city's principal 
streets, in which Georgia's governor rode 
at the head of his staff and signalized him- 
self by his military bearing. 

The companies were tardy in forming for 
the procession. After the march through 
the streets, headed by the Fifth regiment 
band, twenty-four strong, the 
boarded cars for Piedmont park, where the 
reguiar exercises were to occur. The 
Rarnesville. Blues and the Griffin Rifles 
came out after the other companies had 
reached the field, and it was not until the 
afternoon that the Hibernian Rifles appear- 
ed. The LaGrange and Newnan companies, 
too, were unable to take part in the occa- 
sion. 

When Colonel Candler announced that 
everything was ready for company inspec- 
tions the following named companies were 
on the big parade grounds: Atiana Zou- 
aves, Company A, Captain Baker and Lieu- 
tenants Aldred and Hawker; Capital City 
Guards, Company B, Captain Hewitt and 
Lieutenants Roberts and Askew; Atlanta 
Rifles, Company D, Captain Nash and 
Lieutenant Haynes; Griffin Rifles, Company 
F Captain Bailey and Lieutenants Burr 
and Elder: Marietta Rifles, Company H, 
Lieutenants Boston and Anderson; Barnes- 
ville Blues, Company I, Lieutenant How- 
ard: Machine Gun Platoon, Lieutenant Ply- 
er; hospital corps, and Fifth regiment band, 
Professor McAfee.

Announcement of the Programme. 

After a few minutes’ rest the following 
programme for the day was announced by 
Colcnel Candler:

At the 
quarter Pomeroy and Williams, of the 
Marietta Rifles, dropped out, and Sampler, 
who was last, began to close up the dis- 
tance between himself and the leader. At 
the three-eighths Terrell and Shields quit 
the race, and Sampler forged ahead of 
Smith, who was evidently completely fagged. 
Sampler passed Smith at a swinging trot 
and rapidly secured a long lead. Within 
fifty yards of the finish, swaying under the 
heavy load, Smith made a last effort to

WILL BE DECIDED TOMORROW, 


Gray Tried for Making Whisky in His

Tomorrow morning Judge Newman will 
decide whether the Chattanooga Southern 
railroad shall or shall not be sold. 

Yesterday morning « motion to postpne 
the sale was argued at length before him, 
but a final hearing in the matter was post- 
poned until tomorrow morning. At that 
time a full showing will be made and it 
will be definitely determined what will be- 
come of the road. 

The road embraces about one hundred 
miles of railway, extending from Chatta- 
nooga to Gadsden, Ala., and enjoys a fame 
altogether disproportionate to its signifi- 
cance 4s a railway line. It has figured in 
the courts to a considerable extent. which 
is responsible for its fame. 

Some time ago a decree of sale was 
granted by Judge Newman, and unless 
this is set aside by some subsequent action 
the road will be sold within the coming six 
weeks. The movants in the matter are the 
Central Trust Company, of New York, and 
Receiver Jones. They were represented by 
Judge Henry B. Tompkins and Mr. Alex 
King, respectively. 

Mr. W. C.. Bunn, 6f Cedartown, Ga., who 
is interested in the road, wants to set aside 
the decree of sale, and through his attor- 
neys, Messrs. Dean & Dean, of Rome, he 
yesterday moved in the United States court 
before Judge Newman that the decree be set 
aside and the sale postponed.. The motion, 
as stated above, will be finally heard to- 
morrow morning. 


A Handsome Courtroom. 

When judge Newman's court begins its 
regular term, one month from yesterday, 
the session will be held in the handsomest 
courtroom in the city. 

A half dozen repairers are busily engaged

Gray is.a 
close neighbor of Hon. J. T. Glenn, and the 
latter is his legal representative, 

tray is said to stand very high in the 
vicinity and when a distillery was found 
in his cellar there was wide astonishment, 
He was arrested and brought to Atlanta. 
Yesterday he refused to make any defense, 
preferring to wait until his resguiar trial 
comes around. He was bound over under 
a three-hundred-dollar bond. 

The distillery which was found under 
Gray’s home had quite a romantic ex peri- 
ence. When it was seized by the revenue 
marshals it was carried td the depot at 
Fayettevillle to be shipped to Atlanta td 
be used as evidence in the case and then 
confiscated by the government. The night 
after it was placed in the depot it was 
mysteriously stolen and its present where- 
abouts is a subjéct of conjecture.
